A Lesson in Responsibility 


After last Monday’s Japan Air Lines crash, 
the president of the airline, Yasumoto Takagi, 
‘took it upon himself to offer condolences, in 
person, to relatives of the 520 victims. As they 
. artived in Tokyo, Mr. Takagi stood at the foot 
of the airplane rarop and bowed low. Later he 
announced that he would take responsibility 
for the crash by resigning. 

Contrast that with the response of Union 


bide’s defensive and faceless approach surely 
reflect a desire to limit liability in anticipation 
of lawsuits. Mr, Takagi’s response was dictat- 
ed by a Japanese sense of personal responsibil- 
ity.
